He instructed them on proper ciets, both week and stro 
This will enable them to be helnful to school staffs upon their visits. % 


2. MG staff (Branch Chief and Institution Section Chief) and two Korean 
institutional inspectors visited two private orphaneges and two Old Peoples! | 
Homes in Knesong. The primary nurpose wes to train the Koreen staff members. 
The orphanages selected are considerec among the best in Koren, One - the Yu 
Rin Kwen - is the better operated necording to American stanecards. The other 
has the better physical surroundings, but the boys were working nine hours per 
Gay spinning cloth for commercial purposes and attending school et night. . 
Arrangements were worked out with the city MG teen to have the hours of work 
reduced to five per dny and to have school classes in the morning, 


AMERICAN RED CROSS 


1. Mr. Metsker completéd a field trip to all provincial capitols to review 
ARC activities ane status in the provinces. Under the Japanese the chief acti- 
vity wes fund raising with little voluntary contribution or participation. Few 
services were rendered. Since V-J Day, enforced contributions have ceased, and 
in each province a small nuclear staff is occupied in maintaining the status quo
